G ov. W’lniiits V etoes H is F irs t H ill—O t h e r 
L e g isla tiv e N ew s. 
L a n s in g . Mich.. May 13.—Gov. Wl- 
nans on Tuesday exercised the veto 
privilege fur the first time this session 
and beheaded the bill m aking an ap­ 
propriation foi the Detroit home for 
discharged convicts. 
The veto mes­ 
sage stated that, although a worthy 
charity was to be benefited, yet it was 
proposed to grant public aid fur a pure­ 
ly private purpose. 
The senate by a unanimous vote 
passed tin1 bill increasing the specific 
tax on palace, chair and sleeping car 
companies and fast freight lines from 
2}* to ti |ier cent, of their gross receipts 
on the business done exclusively in Mich­ 
igan, and requiring them to make an 
annual statem ent of their earnings w ith 
the railroad commissioners. 
The bill 
has already passed the house. 
The 
Dodge bill, providing for a uniform 
bounty of >100 for every .Michigan sol­ 
dier no matter whether a volunteer or a 
drafted man, 
as referred back to the 
house com m ittee on state affairs and 
judiciary jointly. 
The house passed 
bills reducing the legal rate of interest 
to 5 percent., and prohibiting the im­ 
portation of Pinkerton men to do po­ 
lice duty in Michigan. 
The senate 
passed a bill annexing 4,000 acres to 
the territory of Detroit.
